Making Turns in the Bueket Shop— 
“Honest John Pondir,” and His Un. 
matehable Homelifiess aud Smart 
Speculating Son.

New York is full of queer characters 
and Wall street is a magnet that attracts 
many. Takirg a few of them at random, 
there is Asbury Harpending of the Con- 
solidated Exchange. He is a Kentuckian 
by birth, about 45 years of age, has pier- 
cing black eyes, a full long black beard,is

He became notorious. in San 
Francisco when only 20 years. ot age. It 
was during the Civil War. He was full 
of boyish enthusiasm for the Confederacy 
and was arrested in San Francisco on a 


height. 


charge of plotting to capture, with the aid 


of a number of others, the treasure ships 
lcaving that port for Panama and then 
toescape to England and use the proceeds 
for the furtherance of the Southern 
cause. The authorities arrested him as 
the chief conspirator in this piratical en- 
terprise, and he was convicted and im- 
prisoped; subsequently, however, he was 
pardoned. He then embarked in real 
estate »yentures with the famous Ralston, 
of Son Francisco, who drowned himself 
on the downfall of the Bank of California. 
Then Harpending built a block of build- 
ings having a frontage of 300 feet on Mar- 
ket street, San Francisco. They took fire 
and he watched the fire with the greatest 
composure, comforted by the thought of 
the ample insurance on the property. His 
ngent it proved, howeve.:, had neglected 
to insure it, and à fortune went up in the 
smoke and flames, a burnt offering to the 
tpeculative gods. He came to New York 
cight years ago, plunged into mining en- 
terprises, promoted the development of 
some South American mines, got in low 
in the last mining boom and was very 
successful, especially in the Comstock 
shares, For instance, he held considera- 
ble Consolidated Virginia, for which he 
paid about $2, and which he sold at be- 
tween $40 and $50, making, it is under- 
stood, nearly $750,000, He has had a career 
full of strange vicissitudes, has made and 
lost several fortunes, and strange as it 
may «und, haslanded on his feet and is 
worth a million or more. He is a man of 
indomitable: resolution, full of fight, un- 
daunted under all circumstances,a stormy 
petrel of speculation who has rested at 
last on a sun-lit peak, 

He has speculated in railroad. stocks, 
mining shares or grain all his life, and is 
one of a million who has not been perma- 
nently overcome by the fatal undertow 
which threatens big and little on the 
speculative seas. He has had the cramp 
a number of times, but his flery Southern 
blood has warmed him upto a successful 
struggle against the adverse current. 
Walking up and down in a broker’s office 
and breathing ont sl inghter against some 
offender who seemed slow in executing an 
order he often presénted a queer specta- 
cle. Sometimes Chieago brokers were 
rat her slow in reporting a transaction, 
and then the would-be buccaneer of the 
Golden Horn would break into threats 
suggestive of Col. Bowie: I'Il knife 'em, 
the d——d scoundrels. PU knife em. % 

Henry Smith. the former millionaire, 
and once a big operator in stocks but now 
a devotee of free lunch counters, may be 
put.down as one of the queer Wall street 
characters. He fought Jay Gould innum- 
berless speculations. Once he said: I'II 
make Jay Gould earn his living with a 
hand organ and a monkey.” 

The remark was repeated to Mr. Gould. 


He smiled grimly and said nothing. 


When Henry Smith failed for $5,000,000, 
Mr. Gould remarked: He might now try 
this hand organ himself.“ Smith had 
been engaged with Addison Cammack 
and Baron Woerishoffer in a bear cam- 
paign, but his two associates had found 
it prudent to cover their short sales. 
Smith overstayed his market as most 
operators do sooner. or later, and was 
crushed by the triumphal car of the bulls. 
Jay Gould was the driver and he contem- 
plated the mangled remains of Hen“ 
Smith with philosophical serenity. Smith 
had few friends and no. one sympathized 
with him in his misfortunes. In fact, his 
failure was celebrated by the manager of 
one large house with an abundance of ei- 
gars for everybody in the establishment. 


He is short and slight, small in body and 


small in miud, purse proud and snobbish in 
the days when he was worth $5,000,000 or 
$9,000,000, and hated even then. To-day he 
wanders like a forlorn ghost in the region 
of Wall street, looked upon with contempt 
by those who know that he pulled down 
poor William Heath, his broker, and that 
he has a soul about the dimensions of a 
pin head. 

William Heath may be remembered by 
some. He was Hen Smith's broker in 
his last great speculation, and was sent 
to Ludlow Street Jail for some alleged ir- 
regularities growing ont of his financial 
transactions, and which led te civil suits. 
He died in Ludlow Street Jail a pauper 
while his rich wife was leading a gay life 
in Paris, a woman who deliberately left 
her busband to die poor and compara- 
tively friendless. A more disgusting ex- 
hibition of fashionable heartlessness has 
seldom been presented in real life. 
Heath was a man of ability, a gentieman 
in manner and education, and for years 
was very successful.

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WOMEN AS TELEGRAPH OPERATORS. 


They Are Bright, Reliabic, and a Good 
Many of Them as Able as Men. 


There isn’t a busier spot in all New 
York than the operating room of the 
Western, Union Telegraph Company. I 
happened in there a few days ago to in- 
quire about a press message that had 
gone astray. Manager Dealy ‘‘called up” 
a distant city to make the inguiry for me, 
and while waiting for the reply we fell to 
talking of the 500 operators in the big 
room. One third were women. There 
wasn't a rush of business, and so the op- 
erutors had little to do. Some of the 
women were handsome. All were tastily 
dressed.. The majority looked rosy and 
healthy. They all wore a jaunty air, as 
well as fashionably cut gowns. Some 
were busy sending or receiving messages. 
Those who hadn’t any messages to send 
were reading books or papers. Some 
were engaged in fancy work or knitting. 
It was a great big happy family, and an 
occasional ring of a woman’s musical 
voice was heard above the Niagara of 
clicks, 

„Is the telegraph business a good ono 
for. women to engage in!?“ I asked him. 

Ves, was Mr. Dealy’s reply. A 
woman who is smart and quick and 
wants to earn her own living can do so 
very.comfortably if she be a good opcr- 
ator.“ 

Does the supply equal the demand?“ 

es, a dozen times over, but good 
smart women are always wanted. We 
receive a great many applications from 
women who want work. They come 
from all parts of the country and are 
carefully filed away. As soon as a va- 
cancy occurs we take the first.application 
on fileand give whoever happens to be 
that lucky heroine the first chance. We 
have applications on file now from wom- 
en received full one year and a half ago.“ 

“What time is necessary to prepare a 
young woman fora telegraph operator?“ 

That depends. A naturally smart 
woman will learn much faster than a 
woman who isn’t quick and ambitious, 
Much depends upon their previous edu- 
cation. Women well versed in a variety 
of subjects, who can read difficult manu- 
script, who can spell correctly, who can 


supply deficiencies im messages, in a word 


women who are smart can become good 
operators in a year. Others require from 
one to three years to become first class 
operators. Women are oftener more reli- 
able than men, and we.havesome who are 
quite as expert as their brothers of the 
key. How are women paid? Beginners 
are paid 815 a month. When they can op- 


erate fairly well their pay is inereased to | 
$25 per month. Then as they improve | 
they are still further advanced until they | 


reach the average pay—from £50 to $75 per 
month, according to experience and abil- 
ity. Women operators work nine hours 
a day, usually from 9 a. m. to 5.30 p. m., 
with a half hour at midday for lunch. 
They are shown no more favors than the 
men. They are. required to keep their 
wires clear of messages. When they are 
not engaged they may either read or sew, 
paint, do fancy work or whatever else 
they choose. Yes, we havea good deal of 
talent here. Any number of our oper- 
ators earn money after their regular 
labor is finished. Two write for the

ning. One of our best operators is Mrs. 
W. E. Randolph. She is a widow and 
sings in Plymouth Church choir.

My long experience has taught. me 
thatin many respects women operators 
are better workers than men, but alto- 
gether not so useful.

Quite a number of women 
operators have been with us for ten years. 
Their work gives them a deep insight in- 
to human nature. They learn to carry 
themselves with dignity. They cast aside 
all frivolous ideas. The make good wives 
and their work does not unfit them for 
feminine duties. Scandal? No, sir. Never 
heard of any in all my long experience 
here. Their presence has a soothing ef-
